tho Text or the Mmurcsto of.Prince 


?fnpoleon. 


Tho Appeal to the People Which 
i_.. 
Brought About His Arrest. 


. NEW YOKK, Fob. 1.—Tno Courrior dea Etata 
Unis has rocoived a copy of tho recent mani- 
festo of Prince Napoleon, which stirred up so 
much excitement in Franco and was tho canso 
of tho arrest and imprisonment of tho author. 
Following is a translation: 


To MY FELLOW CITIZENS.—PAEIS, Jan. 13. 


1SS3.—Franco languishes. Some of those who 
suffer aro stirring. The groat majority of tho 
nation are disgusted. Without confidence in 
the present, they seem to wait a future that 
they will only bo able to obtain by a virile res- 
'olutioa The executive power is enfeebled, in- 
capable and impotent 
Tho chambers are 


without direction and without will. Tho party 
in power sots at naught its own principlos.ouly 
seeking to satisfy the least uoblo of passions. 
The parliament is split up into a countless 
number of fragments, Iinaetion».ries,Moderato8, 
Eadicds have in turn taken tho |govoruineut. 
All have boon wreokei You have boon prom- 
ised a republic-which should build up and 
reform. A lying promise that! 


Yon see continual crises which involve tho 


chief of the stato, tho ministers and tho cham- 
bers. Tho experience of tba parliamentary 
republic carried through twelve years is com- 
plete. Yon have no government. 


Tho evil is in tho constitution which gives 


over tho country to tho discretion of eight hun- 
dred senators and deputies. Faults have been 
committed in tho past. Why aggrevato them 
instead of taking warning from them? Tho 
army, tho foundation of our greatness and of 
our security, is in the hands of incompe1 
^ 


men. For ten years they have boon discus»..is' 
its reorganization, and are now forced—after 
blunders which ruin tho military spirit—to ilnd 
& new l»w of recruiting. 


Tho administration is discredited. Tlio offi- 


cials »re tho alivos of tho paltriest partisan 
interests. To make tho most for one's self out 
of tho country is not to govern it 
Tho magis- 


trates menaced in tho very fibre of their inde- 
pendence u«em to lose d»y by day, with the se- 
curity to which they »ra ontitlo'd, loyalty to 
their duties. Our finances are shaken. The 
taxe»,heavily and badly distributed,aro kept up 
in a fatal spirit of routine which puts a bar to 
oil progress. It is in fact much oasior to bor- 
row than to reform. The expenditures are in- 
creased without justcause. The most element- 
ary conditions of tho public crrdit aro ignored. 
Stockjobbing, which often owes its impunity 
to tho compromising nature of its ramifica- 
tions, has ovorrun all classes of society. The 
Heating dobtis swollen to a sum which" throat- 
ens our credit «.t tho first shock. In gpito of 
the enormous taxes tho budget shows a defi- 
ciency. 


Hohglon, attacked by a persecuting atheism, 


is not protected. And nevertheless this groat 


. interest of all civilized society is easier to guard 


than any other by fidelity to the Concordat 
whiclijaloue can give us religious^peaco. Social 
questions, .vital to our democracy, wherein 
political equality ought to secure a'better dis- 
tribution of burdens to tho advantage of tha 
most numerous and poorest class of our rjcd- 
ple, are disregarded. Even tho study of tliom 
in despisad. In tho faco of tho problems 
which are in our path wo do not advance, wo 
go backward. 


Our commerce Is attacked by giving up the 
treaties of I860 to which wo owe our prosper- 
ity, and the interests of consumers and tho 
commercial classes.are alike sacrificed. 


Our foreign policy is ono of bad faith with 


tho feeble. It is at tho service of private spec- 
ulations in Tunis. The costly occupation of 
that country is without profit 
Our policy is 


cowardly and idiotic as to Egypt, where tho in- 
terests of France are important Wo cannot 
review our relations with other countries with- 
out a fooling of profound sadness. Our France, 
but just now so groat, has to-day neither 
friends nor prostigo. Evan among well-dis- 
posed nations she meets an indifference more 
painful than hostility, and nevertheless a 
strong Franco must have a place in the world. 
Wo shall regain our position abroad only by 
sotting things right at homo. This situation of 
affairs is caused by tho abandonment of the 
principle of national sovereignty. 
So long as 


the people do not speak Franco will never lift 
upher head. 


Heir of Wapoloon the First and Napoleon tho 


Third, I am tho only man living whose name 
has secured soyon millions throo hundred thou- 
sand votes. Since tho death of tho Emperor's 
son, I have kept silence in regard to tho policy 
of tho state. Not wishing to interfere with tho 
developments which were under way,-1 have 
been waiting in sadness for tho timo when the 
course of events should call for mo. My si- 
lence was only tho patriotic expression of my 
respect for tho repose of the country. My con- 
duct, 
my 
opinions, 
my 
sentiments 


have been 
systematically 
traduced. Un- 


moved, I 
have 
only' replied 
by con- 


tempt to those who have gone eo far as to 
attempt -to set eons against tlioir father. I 
have felt it a duty to impose silence upon thn 
young hearts revolted by such instigations. I 
have preferred to bo alono in tho face of our 
adversaries. 
My sons havo boon as yet 
strangers to politics. Tho natural order des- 
ignates their place as after mino, and they 
will remain faithful to tho truo Napoleonic tra- 
dition. Abdication has boon spoken of, but it 
will not take place. Whoa a man has more du- 
ties than rights, abdication is desertion. 


Such an attitude, such recognition of mu- 


tual obligations, would bo becoming to the 
princes who think they have rights superior to 
tho will lot tho people. Tho Napoleons, the 
chosen of tho peoplo whom they servo, would 
not conduct themselves like those princes. 


Two principles divide tho world. One 


admits 
a right 
superior 
to 
tho will 


of tho peoplo. Tho other puts the source 
of all power in that sovereignty. I respect the 
country whoro those two principles are not al- 
lowed to conflict 
In Franco it is not HO. Tho 


representatives of the past havo made it im- 
possible. Thoro is nothing doubtful in their 
attitude. 
No union with partisans of tho 


•white flag, tho'only emblem of the house of 
Bourbon, is possible. If there are differences 
among tho supporters of a national sovereignty 
there is no absolute antagonism among them. 
Tho 
Napoleons 
defend 
tho 
direct 


sovereignty of tho people. 
That principle 


has been abandoned by a great many repub- 
licans solely because of their foar of popular 
votes. That which a plebiscite established & 
now plebiscite alone caa restore. I do not 
represent a party but a causejand a principle. 
Toecauso is that of all rathor than.my own. 
Tho principle is that of tho right of tho people 
to-namo their chief. To deny that right is to

History aud Cost of a TimueU 


'Ilia recent opening of the St. Gothard 


Railway through the Alps has moved 
Consul Byers, of Zurich, to write a 
sketch of the great tunnel. The pass of 
that name is over the highest mountain 
chain in Europe. 
The >iew York Times 


condenses from Mr. Byers1 article the 
following interesting facts: 


Tho old post road, commenced in 


1820, 
7,000 feet above the sea in places, 


was 18} feet wide; it crossed gorges, 
clung d'iMily to mountain sides, find was 
roofed over where most threatened by 
avalanches. When tbe first railway was 
opened, iu 18-iG, from Baden to Zurich, 
it was proposed to ask concessions to 
unable the company to attack ona of the 
high passes,' and in 1863 a union or so- 
ciety for tho purpose was effected, upon 
the basis of an estimated cost of $37, ~ 
400,000. In December, 1871, the St. 
G-othard Railway Company was organ- 
ized, 86,800,000 stock and $13,600,000 
of bonds were issued, a contract was 
made calling for completion in eight 
years, with a'forfeit o* $1,000 for each 
additional day and a bonus of 81,000 for 
each day gained upon the contract time. 
Work began in tho summer of 1872, and 
it was soon discovered that the estimates 
were wrong, and that $57,800,000 would 
be needed to carry out the plan; a crisis 
followed, and the enterprise seems to 
have been saved only -by what had al- 
ready been invested in it, leaving no way 
out but to push ahead. The railway 
proper extends 113 miles from Immensee, 
in Switzerland, to Chiasso, in Italy, 
and more than one-fifth of the whole 
lino is in tunnels — fifty-six in num- 
ber; 
many of these are not straight, 


but actually spiral, accomplishing heavy 
ascents in short distances, and there are 
also many lofty viaducts, bridges and. 
complicated galleries. The total length 
of tunneling is 23 miles. The main or 
great tunnel is 9J railei long, although 
others, exceeding; 6,000 feet might Ibe 
thought noticeable 
elsewhere. 
The 


great tunnel is 26 feet wide and 19 high. 
The modern boring 
machines were 


worked by air compressed by large tur- 
bine wheels driven by the rapid River 
Reuss. 
The air was carried from the 


compressors outside to the borers within 
the tunnel in iron pipes of six inches 
diameter, and the escaping air served 
an indispensable purpose in ventilation; 
8,500,000 feet of. compressed air were 
daily thus delivered and set free, rush- 
ing back and out of the tunnel the bad 
natural gases, with those set free by tho 
dynamite and thrown off from animals 
and workmen. Fifty drills were worked ; 
the usual daily advance of 21 feet, work- 
ing from both ends, and the whole ex- 
cavation was lined as fast as made with 
a circular tube of masonry, 18 to SO 
inches thick. 
The workmen were 


principally Italians, who. worked eight 
hours a day, receiving 60 dents to $1.20 
per day (mostly the former), boarding 
themselves, and living chiefly on meal 
porridge; yet most of them are reported 
to have saved and sent home to their 
families a part of this pittance. 
The 


tunnel cost 310 of their lives, and wounds 
wore inflicted upon 877. The final 
actual cost of the tunnel and railway, 
exclusive of rolling stock, is now re- 
ported at something over 840,000,000. 


The Slmh of Persia. 


When the Shah of Persia visited 


Europe during the Paris Exhibition, he 
succeeded not only in raising a loan of 
£2,000,000 sterling, one penny of which 
has never been repaid, but also in figur- 
in" heavily on the debtor side of tho 
lecfgers of London jewelers, hosiers, tail- 
ors, upholsterers, armorers, photograph- 
ers, e tc., whose bills ho refused to 
pay on the ground that he was the guest 
of the British Government, who ought 
to pay his bills. He further defends the 
action by a set-off against the nation, 
claiming £35,000 worth of diamonds 
were stolon off his bridle at Buckingham 
Palace. 


The "Mighty Fatner of the Sun," as 


he insists upon being styled, granted con- 
cessions to English contractors for the 
buildin^ of eighteen different lines of 
railroads; 
sigued agreements for the 


purchase of 480 pieces of artillery, 
1,500,000 rifles and 120,000 saddles; and 
engaged about 500 Generals, Colonels, 
doctors, dentists, engineers, chemists, 
painters, sculptors and mucisians to or- 
ganize his army and reform and civilize 
his vast dominions. Many of his pur- 
chases were delivered, but never paid 
for; 
and not a few of the. professional 


f entlemen went to the Persian Court of 
teheran— at their own expense, be it 
understood — where, after b.eing shame- 
fully treated, they were obliged to find 
their way out of the barbarous country 
in the best way that they could. 


His Majesty never eats meat unless 


the animal from which it comes is killed 
in his presence, and, as he was too lazy 
'to descend to the court yard, the carpets 
in three of the apartments of Bucking- 
ham Palace were ruined by sheep being 
slaughtered on them. The food he eats 
musf be cooked by his own cook, and, as 
it is feared that he might poison his 
fiuo-ust master, he is made to partake of 
every dish before the latter touches it. 
He gave signs of his innate cruelty by 
loolcin" for hours at English convicts 
condemned to penal servitude, and was 
only prevented by the policemen on duty 
at the palace from beheading one of hii 
secretaries who had incurred Lis dis- 
pleasure, &nd became indignant on being 
told that the English laws did not allow 
a master to cut off the head of his own 
slave, and left the country in disgust 
when aren the authorities would not hang 
the secretary at his request. 
It is need- 


less to say that the latter preferred stay- 
inf in England to following his master 
to° Persia.— London Cor. Philadelphia 
Press.

The Secret of Making Mummies. 


Two Pennsylvanians have applied at 


the Patent Office for a -patent-on a re- 
cently discovered process of preserving 
the dead, supposed to be the long-lost 
Egyptian art. It is claimed that partly 
by accident' and finally by experiment, 
they have discovered a certain combina- 
tion of antiseptic elements which, if 
diffused through a dead body, even when 
it is in an advanced stage of decomposi- 
tion, will destroy all corruptible matter 
and convert the flesh into a cartilaginous 
state, the denser parts, such as the gristly 
E 


art of tho ear, being converted into a 
ard, horny substance, but natural in 


appearance. In oae of their experiments 
the inventors, by the aid of electricity, 
applied the compound to the body of a 
dead infant. Ten weeks after the body 
had been removed from all contact with 
the compound the flesh had become like 
rubber-the cheeks were full and pliant 
to the touch, and the ears had become 
like polished liorn. There was not the 
slightest odor, and the corpse seemed to 
have no more properties of decomposi- 
ti»nthan a rubber doll. Whether the 
body will remain in the pliant state or 
whether it will become hard like horn aa 
the denser parts now are, will probably 
take more than one lifetime to determine.

Tho work comnicmccs in 


the casting room. Here tha metal is 
made from block tin into white metal, 
which is the base oC all hollow-ware 
goods manufactured by tins company. 
Tho metal, after mixing, is cast into 
plates, is rolled and reduced to any 
desired width or thickness. Tha trim- 
mings tor work are cast iu brass moulds, 
which are of great valuo. The metal, 
when rolled, is then cut into blanks, and 
are spun over "chucks" and formed into 
shape for the desiroJ pattern.
